Workers in those agencies
will be kept employed during
winter months as they repair
and clean clothing. If there
were no Good Turn Day, there
would be no jobs for these
people, for all are physically
handicapped. Their wages are
paid when the clothes they re-
pair are sold in non-profit
stores,

OTHER unfortunate people,
who would have no warm
clothing or shoes, are given
what they need by the four
agencies.
